HISTORY OF AN N OWA CRIME.

A NOTED POISONING CASE. 


(SPECIAL TO THE POLICE GAZETTE. ] 


Mason Ciry, Ia., Jan., 27.—The Brown family poison- 
ing case, which has elicited much notoriety, was called 
this afternoon. Mrs. Brown appeared in court while 
the judge was giving instructions to the sheriff to call 
the jury. A special venire for forty jurymen was 
issued several days ayo, and the opinion is that the 
forty will be exhausted and another issued before a 
jury is selected. The personal appearance of Mrs. 
Brown shows deep anxiety, aud while she does not 
possess charms that would excite the sympathy of the 
jury, she shows a modest demeanor that makes a fav- 
orable impression upon the spectators. S. 

The story of the crin.e is already well known to the 
reading public of lowa. Prior to March 2, 1888, Hiram 
E. Brown had been teaching school in a neighboring 
district, and had hired a man by the name of Anderson 
to do chores for his board. During the time Mr. Brown 
was away teaching tchool an improper intimacy 
arose between Anderson and Mrs. Brown, and when 
hie school closed Anderson wus dismissed from his 
service, Sometime during the winter, while Mrs. 
Brown was at Clear Lake, she purchased a lot of 
**Rough on Rats” and also some prussic acid, the latter 
to be used, as she’ said, to kill insects. These were 
taken home, and what disposition she made with the 
prussic acid is not known, but the box containing the 
**Rough on Rats” was placed on the top shelf of the 
cupboard. It is not known that Brown ever purchased 
any kind of poison. On the day of the terrible event 
Mr. and Mrs. Brown both went to Fertile to purchase 
@ome necessary household goods, returning shortly 
after sundown. There was no trouble whatever between 
the two that day. 

When they returned Mrs. Brown jumped out of the 
buggy and it being quite cold, went into the house, 
and commenced getting supper. Mr. Brown did a part 
of his chores and then went in and sat by the stove. 
In a short time the meal was prepared and the family, 
consisting of Hiram E. Brown, his wife, Sarah E. 
Brown, their two children, Henry and Jesse, and 
Hiram L. Brown, the father of H. E.,sat down to eat. 
Nothing but the most cofamon food was served. Ina 
short time Jesse, the youngest son, was taken with 
violent purging and vomiting, and in less than half an 
hour the entire family was similarly affected. "Mrs. 
H. E. Brown seemed to be the least affected, and by 
walking and as she says, crawling on her hands and 
knees, she managed to reach the home of a neighbor, 
and had him go foradoctor. A physician was soon 
around and after examining the patients thought that 
they were suffering from winter cholera. He subse- 
quently changed his opinion, concluding that it must 
be a case of poisoning. He remained with the family 
that night but before the dawn of morning Jesse died, 
and in a few hours his grandfather passed away. On 
the Monday following both were buried without an 
autopsy being held. 

The other members of the family continued to im- 
prove, and it was soon the query of the entire popu- 
lace, ‘‘How did it happen?” No satisfactory explana- 
tion could be made. Some thought that it was trichins® 
in the pork, but this theory was soon exploded. Others 
thonght that it was caused by ‘some generative poison, 
but this would not satisfy. At last the coroner con- 
cluded that he would perform his duty as an officer, 
but when he had empanelled his jury and was about to 


; exhume the body of the elder Mr. Brown he was at 


once confronted by objections from H. E. Brown, who 
had but ashort time before urged that something be 
done. Mr. Brown's objections were of such a peculiar 
character that they at once incited suspicion. | The re- 
mains of the deceased were exhumed, the stomach and 
a part of the intestines taken out, and Dr. Clack, of 
Clear Lake, personally took them to Chicago afd placed 
them in charge of acompetent chemist for jexamina- 
tion. Ten days elapsed before reply was recdived. The 
coroner’s jury reconvened, and it was first made 
known to them that arsenic in large quantities had 
been found inthe stomach. A thorough examination 
wasat once begun. Nearly every man, woman and 
child in the neighborhood was subponaed and gave 
their testimony to the jury. No one seemed @® 
throw any light upon the affair. Mrs. Brown was 
finally put on the stand, and her testimony, together 
with the suspicions conduct of Mr. Brown, caused an 
indictment to be returned against him. Mrs. Brown 
related the following story: 

“She had no suspicion outside the family and 
thought it possible that some member of the family 
would have a motive in trying to make away 
with the whole family. One was financial trou- 
ble, another a sensitive and suspicious disposition, and 
the third, veiled as well as direct threats made by Mr. 
Brown. On March 2d Henry fell throngh the ice; H. 
E.‘and Curt went down to the creek to help him out. I 
remained at home to have a good fire and dry clothes 
ready for a change when they got back. When they 
got to the house Hiram said: ‘He hoped to God that I 
would fall into the creek, and he’d never lift a finger 
to help me out.’ I replied: ‘You need not worry; if I 
ever get into the creek I shall not ask you to 
help me out.’ On Wednesday of the same week, 
Brown having expressed a wish that I see Mr. Carr 
concerning some schoo! election, I went to his house 
without telling the family where I was going, expect- 
ing to return by 7 or 8 o'clock Pp. M. H. E. was expected 
home by 9 or 10 P. uw. It becoming very dark and 
rainy. I waited for a prospective ride home. H,

E. arrived at home and immediately came 
after me. He showed no violent anger while at Mr.

The origin of puzilism, we have been assured, was 
coeval with the earliest contests of man, although this 
view appears to he both crude and unphilosophical.

In those days there 
were no contests with padded or even unpadded 
gloves such as the pugilists and boxers of the present 
eentury use. Those who contended in the fistic arena 
were not content to fizht with the naked fist, but they 
used various death-dealing weapons, which often re- 
sulted in the death of one or both of the combatants.
